In other areas of the nation the ex- 
mists on the left are using the same 
tics in efforts to halt the launching of 
:lear submarines or to force unilateral 
armament or nuclear bans. 
The cause of all these attempts, we 


think, to fear. Th« fear if real and Jofti- 
fied. There to a lot of juvenile crime. 
There to • lack of authority in many homes. 
There to a Communist conspiracy in the 
world. There are «pie* in the United 
States. Divorce rates are high. There Is a 
danger of disastrous nuclear war. 


But the answer does not seem to us to 


lie in restriction or regulation. We do not 
halt tornadoes by refusing to tilk about 
them or by living our live* in storm cellars. 
Smallpox was not practically eradicated 
by shooting its victims. Alcoholism was not 
curbed by national prohibition. 


There is a great deal of difference be- 


tween these efforts, born of terror, to 
censor, to prohibit, to frighten by loud 
shouts and those of true conservatives and 
liberals to express their firmly held opin- 
ions. True conservatives and liberals are 
not afraid to have their ideas discussed in 
the open market place of opinion. They 
do not close meetings to the public or the 
press. They do not fall back upon the 
school boy outlet of calling names. They 
instead want the opportunity to argue their 
opinions because they think they are right 
and can stand the test of disagreement. 


Editorially the Post-Crescent probably 


falls somewhere right of center. But we 
firmly will defend the right of anyone 
to express any opinion, to read any book, 
to conduct his business in any way that 
has not been declared illegal by our courts. 
This is a point of view we believe to be 
essential to patriotism because it is basic 
to American traditions. It was in part 
what the American Revolution was all 
about.

many other industries and they ask the 
commission to modernize the wage struc- 
ture to reward train crews for an advance 
in railroad productivity. 


The commission is composed of five 


representatives of the railroads, five repre- 
sentatives of the unions, and five public 
members. It is headed by former Federal 
Judge Simon H. Rifkind. The commission 
held hearings for many 
months, during 


which testimony totaling 15,503 pages was 
presented. The commission also had the 
benefit of special studies by its own staff 
of experts. The^ive public members spent 
considerable time on the railroads to ob- 
serve personally the working characteris- 
tics of the occupations involved. 


An equitable settlement of this problem 


is an integral part of the larger over-all 
problem of the future of American rail- 
roading. It would seem that there is a logi- 
cal basis for freeing railroad management 
from antiquated work rules which place 
them at a disadvantage to their competitors 
in the transportation field, and at the same 
time rewarding railroad labor through pay 
scales that are modern and up-to-date. The 
railroads undoubtedly would be willing to 
pay well for productive work done if they 
did not have to pay for work not per- 
formed. 
' 


It is to be hoped that the presidential 


commission will not delay its report beyond 
the present deadline of March 1. and that 
its recommendations can be accepted by 
both railroad management and labor as 
one basis for a new era in financial stabil- 
ity for the railroad industry.

Trappists Do Better 


A team of investigators head- 


ed, by Dr. .T. Gordon Barrow of 
Atlanta, Georgia. A total, of 2,- 
000 monks living in 25 different 
monasteries in the United States 
and Canada have been studied 
s i n c e 1U57. Among the 1,253 
Benedictines 25 were found to 
have suffered illnesses such as 
heart attacks which wore clearly 
the result of athersdcrosis. In 
c o n t r a s t only two Trappists 
among Bfl4 studied had any heart 
disease. Markedly higher blood 
cholesterol, often considered to 
predispose to heart disease, were 
also found in the 
Benedictine 


group. 


The results showed that Trap- 


pist monks, who eat no meat, 
fish or fowl, have about, one- 
fifth as much h&:irt disease as 
the Benedictines who eat an av- 
erage American diet. 


Another Study hy Dr. Daniel 


Brunner of Tel Aviv, indicated 
that Yemenite Israelis do not 
drink 
milk, 
eat 
cheese, 
nor 


spread butter or margarine on 
their bread. They cat meat only 
once a week. The rate of heart 
disease among the Yemen peo- 
ple is strikingly low. On the oth- 
er hand, European Israelis have 
a high rate of heart attack. They 
eat foods high in cholesterol.

during the life of the nation thus 
far is a decision that will be 
based upon many considerations 
— including the important one 
that some states are more lag- 
gard than others, quite aside 
from tlieir capacities. 


But whatever the decision may 


he, those who suggest that fed- 
eral financing won't be accom- 
panied or followed by controls 
from the national capital and its 
regional functionaries are either 
naive, or uninformed, or dis- 
honest.
